But that business is now 
pretty well finished, and so last vear your 
brother Jonathan startéd out to see the 
world. He donned seven league, nay, seven 
hundred league, boots and planted his foot- 
steps on the isles of the sea. 

And what gigantic strides he made 
Hawaii, then Manila, and another step, my 
Lord Charies, would have brought him to 
Hongkong. Well, our interest and com- 
merce differ only in degree; and it is—I won't

“The accused was condemned as guilty 
of murder in the first degree after a‘full and 
fair trial, although, as ali men know, a jury 
m such a case is always reluctant to give 
a verdict against a woman if any justifica- 
tion whatsoever exists for withholding it. 

This verdict was then reviewed at great 
length by the Court of Appeals and was

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CLASH OF CHOIR AND RECTOR. 
Latin Service Causes Trouble in St. 


James’ Church Between Oppos- 
lug Factors. 


The choir, the choirmaster, the congrega- 
tion, and the rector of St. James’ Episcopal 
Church are just recovering from a little Len- 
tem episode of a musical character which 
started questions of church discipline and 
ritual. The fashionable North Side congre- 
gation heard Stabat Mater sung in Latin 
at the vesper service on Sunday evening. 
The Latin was used contrary to the express 
commands of the rector, Dr. James 8. Stone, 
who manifested his displeasure by leaving 
the chancel and remaining away until the 
singing was concluded. 

The Latin service is one characteristic of 
the most ritualistic branch of the church, 
and its introduction at St. James’ shocked 
many members of the congregation. 

When the attention of Dr. Stone was called 
to the fact that Choirmaster Fletcher H. 
Wheeler had it in mind to give the Latin 
version of Stabat Mater at the vesper 
service on Sunday evening, he at once for- 
bade the use of any other language than 
English in the service. Mr. Fletcher con- 
tinued in his resolution. however, and on 
Sunday evening the choir stood forth in 
open rbellion to the word of the rector when 
Frank Brenn, one of the boy sopranos of the 
church, began the Latin solo part. 
chorus, however, was sung in English. 

The choir seemingly was not only in re- 
bellion against the rector. but a part of it re- 
bellied against the intention of the choir- 
master to use the Latin in disregard of the 
orders of Dr. Stone and in violence to the 
opinion of the congregation in regard to 
ritualism. The disobedience of orders being 
so flagrant, Dr. Stone was compelled to dis- 
cipline the offenders and received the assur- 


ance that there should be no recurrence of 


the Latin service. |

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MANY EXPOSED TO DIPHTHERIA. 


City’s Lack of Accommodations for Con- 
tagious Disease Patients Illustrated 
by Mrs. Tesch’s Case. 


The City of Chicago, according to th 
statements of officials of the Health 3 
ment and of the County Hospital, is unable 
to isolate certain cases of contagious dis- 
eases beyond a limited number. This condi- 
tion was made conspicuous yesterday when 
Mrs. Mildred Tesch, while suffering from 
malignant diphtheria, was taken from her 
room at 44 North Clark street, carried in an 
ambulance to the County Hospital, a stop 
being made in Washington street i 
the City Hall, driven from the hospital back 
to 44 North Clark street, and returned to the 
bed from which, a few hours earlier, she had 
been taken. Incidentally many persons were 
exposed to the disease, some of whom, the 
Health department physicians say, may de- 
velop diphtheria at any moment. 

Mrs. Tesch has been sick about two 
weeks, and was attended by Dr. A. B. Miller, 
59 North Clark street, who finally turned the 
case over to the Health department, saying 
it had developed suspicious symptoms. Dr. 
T. J. Findley of the Heaith‘departnient in- 
vestigated and pronounced the case diph- 
theria. 

The police ambulance immediately went 
to the house for the purpose of carrying the 
patient to the County Hospital. When the 
ambulance stopped in front of the City Hall 
Dr. Findley administered anti-toxin. The 
ctowd of spectators dispersed quickly when 
the nature of the case was d 

The County Hospital authorities refused 
to accept the patient, saying tney had no 
place to put her. Then the ambulance with 
its suffering occupant returned o the City 
Hall, and after a brief consultation among 
the health authorities it was decided to send 
her back to her room.

He is ph to husband the re- 
sources of the city—to use them for buy- 
ing labor and materials, and not for buy- 
ing votes. There are some reforms which 
a Mayor cannot carry out without the co- 
operation of the Council. Hence it is de- 
sirable to elect good Aldermen. There are 
some departments, however, where the 
Mayor has uncontrolled power. He can

see that all the employés of that great 
department, whether paid salaries or 
wages, render an equivalent in work for 
the money paid them or quit. 

This year’s appropriation bill will au- 
thorize the expenditure of $450,000 for 
garbage removal; of $300,000 for street 
cleaning; and for street and sidewalk re- 
pairs $157,000. This is a total of $907,000. 
The disbursement of nearly all that money 
will be controlled by. whoever is elected 
Mayor next month. If Harrison is elected, 


the money set aside fpr that purpose will 
go to pateh up a few holes, most of the 
streets being left in their present wrecked 
condition. The jobs will be supervised by 
inspectors who will be conveniently blind 
to liberal measurements and shabby work. 
The money appropriated for garbage re- 
moval will not be used to pay for the crema- 
tion of garbage, but will be paid out to 
petty. political teamsters, who will not do 
a third of the work they agree to do and 
yet will get full pay. * 

The money to be expended for these dif- 
ferent purposes is contributed by the tax- 
payers, who constitute much less than half 
the voting population. But a voter, even 
if he does not pay a cent to the tax 
collector, is interested directly in the wise, 
provident expenditure of the municipal 
revenues. He is robbed when those rev- 
enues are diverted from their legitimate 
use and are employed to support sturdy 
loafers, the political parasites who think 
the community should support them. The 
conclusion is plain, therefore, that Mr. 
Carter should be the voters’ choice, because 
he will make the best use of the con- 
tributions of the taxpayers. 


The bill to permit the incor- 
FIGHTING poration of pawners’ soci- 
THE PAWNERS’ eties charging a rate of in- 
SOcIETIES BILL. terest not exceeding 1 per 
cent a month went through 
the Senate with ease, but is meeting with 
unexpected opposition in the House. If the 
bill passes, a number of Chicago business- 
men who have seen how much their em- 
ployés suffer from being unable to borrow 
small sums except at usurious rates have 
agreed to organize one of these pawners’ so- 
cieties. Then those persons who pay the 
pawnbrokers from 50 to 100 per cent interest 
will be enabled to get money on reasonable 
terms. A motion was made Tuesday in the 
House to strike out the enacting clause of 
the bill. It got 49 votes, which shows that 
the pawnbrokers have some influence in the 
Legislature. Ten of the affirmative votes 
were cast by Chicago members. It is odd 
that so many of them should be found voting 
against a measure which will benefit their 
needy constituents so much. An attempt 
was made to kill the bill by cutting down 
the rate of interest allowed to 7 per cent. 
At that figure it is doubtful whether the 
business would pay expenses, and hence 
business-men would not put money in it, for 
all they did put in would be eaten up in the 
course of time. This amendment was de- 
feated, as were some other impracticable 
ones which were proposed. The bill is a 
meritorious one, and the pawnbrokers who 
make a living by grinding the face of the 
poor should not be allowed to kill it.

His contention is that the largest revenue 
feom cystoms is always yielded when ail the 
people are at work and they have the most 
money with which to buy for luxuries 
which can stand heavy duties. 
Stress is laid on the fact that of the 200 
millions of revenue from customs duties in 
1898 100 millions came from wines, laces, 
silks, fine lmens, cottons and woolens; cut 
glass, chinaware, and other costly articles. 
But herein lies the, weakness of customs 
duties as a source of revenue. When hard 
times come and people cease buying lux- 
uries there is a sudden drop in custom 
house receipts, which deranges all fiscal 
calculations. A tariff bottomed on luxuries | 
is mot broad enongh. It should bear on 
necessaries, though gently, for the con- 
sumption of them does not fall off as much 
in the hard times as does that of luxuries. :

THE BLAME should be held responsible 
Must Reston for the death of Mr. Hewitt, 
City OFFICERS. who was killed on Saturday 
night by the blowing over

building formerly occupied by A. C. McClurg 
& Co. That the walls which fell were in an 
unsafe condition is admitted. The only ques- 
tion is, whose fault was it they were not 
pulled down? The owner of the building, 
the wrecking company, Chief Swenie, and 
the Commissioner of Buildings all declare 
that they are not to blamé. The latter says 
that he gave orders that the dangerous por- 
tion of the walls be pulled down and he as- 
sumes that when he did that he did all that 
was required of him. That is an error. It 
was his duty to see that the order he gave 
was obeyed within a reasonable time. If not 
obeyed the law gives him authority to call 
on the Fire departmen®to pull down what he 


missioner of Buildings does not seem to 
have taken any interest in the subject after 
he gave his order. Nor did any other city 
officer. Nothing was done to prevent pedes- 
trians from going underneath the tottering 
walls. They were not even notified that it 
was a dangerous locality. The Wabash ave- 
nue sidewalk. was fixed up so it could be 
used.

However it may be 
as to the legal responsibility, there can be no 
question about the moral responsibility.

OUR ENORMOUS EXPORTS. 

Final figures on February exports, which 
are expected soon from the United States 
Bureau of Statistics, will doubtless make 
a remarkable showing in the line of proving, 
as conclusively as figures can do it, that the 
trade of the country, especially in its ex- 
port branches, was never greater than at 
present. Preliminary figures have been al- 
ready compiled, which, if not changed: in 
the process of revision, must by their mag- 
nitude and official character convince the 
most skeptical that giant strides are being 
made in a commercial way, and that the 
United States has a just title to its claim of 
being the source of supply of a large percent- 
age of the world’s requirements in bread- 
stuffs and natural as well as raw and man- 
ufactured products, 

Government figures are based on the ex- 
port movement of breadstuffs, provisions, 
and cotton and mineral oilé. Preliminary 
figures on the February exports of these 
articles aggregate the enormous total of 
practically 56 million dollars. No February 
as far back as records have been kept shows 
so large a total with the single exception 
of the corresponding month last year, when 
the excess was about 6 million dollars. 
This, however, was brought about by the 
higher value of the articles exported rather 
than by any increase in quantities. Wheat 
exports last month, for example, exceeded 
those of February, 1808, by 3 million bush- 
els, but the price during the month just 
past was nearly 30 cents per bushel lower 
than in the corresponding month last year, 
owing pri ly to the effect of a manipu- 
lated market and the fictitious prices thus 
produced. That we are now exporting a 
greater number of bushels of wheat is 
shown conclusively. The 10 million bush- 
e's of wheat exported last month had a cash 
value of $7,335,400, while the 7 million 
bushels shipped abroad in February, 1898, 
was Valued at $6,434,000. An even better 
showing is made for the eight months end- 
ing February, 1899, during which period 
the exports of wheat aggregated 108,807. 
800 bushels, valued at $81,173,000, ae com- 
pared with 101,425,500 bushels, valued at 
$93,982,500, for the corresponding eight 
months in 1898. Corn exports, on the other 
hand, show smaller quantity but increased 
value, the figures for the eight months of 
the current year being 111,811,700 busheis, 
valued at $43,516,700, as against 120,557,- 
300 bushels, valued at $41,096,850, for the 
same period in 1898. | 

Geographically the prosperity is well dis- 
tributed. While the whole North is. an 
enormous beneficiary through the foreign | 
movement of breadatuffs, the South is mak- 
ing vast sums of money on cotton shipments. | 
The preliminary figures show 288,412,700 
pounds, valued at $17,326,400, considerably 
larger figures than those of the last three 
years with the single exceptian of lest year.

OF INTEREST FROM EXCHANGES. 


Soldier Settlements in the Philippines 
—One Way to Instill American Thrift 
and Energy in Our New Posses- 


The letter of Major Theodore Sternberg 
from Manila showed that a considerable per- 
centage of our soldiers in the Philippines 
would be glad to stay there and grow up 
with the country it the government would 
muster them out of service there with travel 
pay. That is, they desire to be allowed in 
cash the cost of transportation from that 
point to the place of their enlistment. The 
government is bound to return them to their 
homes on the expiration of their terms, and 
for that a certain amount is allowed each 
man. 

Major Sternberg says that at least 10 per 
cent of the volunteers wish to remain and 
engage in agriculture, lumbering, and min- 
ing. If we are to retain those islands no 
wiser measure could be adopted than one 
which would enable these sturdy, intelligent, 
enterprising young Americans to settle down 
with a little cash in the Philippines. A hun- 
dred such men would be worth more to our 
‘administration there than a thousand or- 
dinary commercial adventurers and strag- 
gling settlers. 

“The only way,“ says Major Sternberg. 
“to Americanize these islands is by the ex- 
ample of American pioneers engaged in mak- 
ing homes for themselves. I take no stock 
in the cry that white men cannot work in 
thé tropiés. They can when working for 
themselves. There are no healthier people 
than the English and the Seatch who have 
lived here for man vears.“ 

That is the ju ent ot a man who is on 
the ground and knows what he is talking 
about. It is mot a question whether the cli- 
mate, people, and general environment 
would be entirely congenial to the average 
American, but whether energetic and enter- 
prising young men from this country will 
find there opportunities for bettering their 
fortunes under novel conditions which they 
cannot find at home. If so there will be 
enough to try the experiment, though the 
scene of it may be on the other side of the 
globe. There ought to be nothing frightful 
in the antipodes to a people like ours; and 
there is not except to the chimney-corner 
folk whoconjure appalling specters and hob- 
goblins out of shadows and the whistling 
wind. The fathers and mothers of the pres- 
ent generation of Americans invaded and 
conquered a continental wilderness. To their 
children a small island like Luzon or Min- 
danao ought not to be regarded as a region 
of terrors when it promises them immediate 
and substantial rewards. Providence unex- 
pectedly thrust the Philippines into our 
hands. There is no honorable way to get rid 
of them. We should therefore make the 
best of the situation; and the plan proposed 
by Major Sternberg and others of encourag- 
ing such of the volunteers as are so minded 
to remain and make homes for themselves 
there is one of the best yet suggested. Roch - 
ester Democrat and Chronicle. 


Despondency in the Democratic Ranks

No Friend of Cuba Need Be Alarmed. 

By the arrangement between President 
McKinley and General Maximo Gomez the 
United States government proposer to ad- 
vance $3,000,000 for the partial payment of 
the soldiers of the Cuban army as a prelim- 
inary to their disbandment. On Saturday 
the $3,000,000, in gold, silver, and nickel coin, 
was actually transferred from the Sub- 
treasury in this town to the transports which 
are to convey the cash to Cuba. 

On Saturday, the same day, the Cuban 
Assembly, so-called, voted by an over- 
whelming majority to abolish the grade 
of General-in-Chief of the Cuban army and 
to remove General Gomez for fai!ure in his 
military duties and disobedience to the As- 
sembly.“ The brave, patient, self-sacrific- 
ing, unyielding hero of the Cuban struggle 
against Spanish tyranny was denounce: in 
the Assembly as a traitor to his country. It 
was openly suggested that he be court-mar- 
tlaled and shot. The only member of the As- 
sembly who undertook on Saturday to de- 
fend Maximo Gomez was hissed, insulted, 
and silenced. 

The situation in the Cuban Assembly, so- 
called, recalls some of the later aspects of 
the French revolution, when club succeeded 
club as the source of momentary power, and 
faction succeeded faction in the control of 
the official machinery, and the patriots and 
heroes and demi-gods of yesterday became 
the denounced and hunted and condemned 
of today. 

Yet there is this immense difference. The 
Assembly which denounces and urdertakes 
to depose General Gomes from his military 
rank is neither the Cuban army nor Cuba 
Libre, nor again the ultimate authority in 
the island. While it is a somewhat pathetic 
circumstance that any voice confessing de- 
votion to Cuba's interest should he raised 
against Maximo Gomez of all men and 
while it is unfortunate that there should be 
any factional division among those for 
whose liberation his sword was drawn 
against Spain, the fact remains that the gov- 
ernment now responsible for peace and pros- 
perity and justice in Cuba is as strong and 
as stable as any government in the world.

It was shown at that time ae A. G. Mor- 
gan, father-in-law of Director Johnson, was 
employed as disbursing agent with nothing 
to do.

The testimony published then induced Sec- 
retary Gage to discharge both men, and the 
bureau was put under the special super- 
vision of Assistant Secretary Vanderlip. 

Since that time, nearly two years ago, 
there has been no complaint, but the plate 
printers have been after Johnson's scalp 
all the time. They induced Senator Mason 
to have this old testimony printed. There 
Was some opposition to this in the Senate on 
the ground that the great mass of the testi- 
mony was wholly trivial, while the abuses 
detalled were immediately corrected and 
the guilty persons discharged. 

In the last hours of Congress Senator 
Mason, at the repeated request of Samuel 
Gompers, who has been conducting the 
fight against power presses in the bureau, 
succeeded in having the order made for 
printing the testimony. Its publication now 
has been seized upon by the Federation of 
Labor, in spite of the fact that the testimony 
relates to abuses over two years old which 
were prompily rectified when discovered. 
Director Johnson has been an advocate of 
power presses, which, however, Congress re- 
fused to authorize, and this ancient history 
has been revived to assist in the effort to 
displace him, in defiance of the civil service 
rules, which Secretary Gage has repeated! 
refused to do, 

All the troops at the Southern camps are 
being vaccinated by orders from the sur- 
geons.

Chicago-Missouri River Lines to Meet 
the $25 One-Way Colonist Rate 
of Northern Roads. 


The Chicago-Missouri River lines have de- 
cided to meet the $25 one-way colonist rate 
made by the Great Northern and Northern 
Pacific roads from St. Paul to North Pacific 
coast points via the Missouri River gate- 
The through rate from Chicago via 
the Missouri River to North Pacific coast 
points will be $36.50 on second-class busi- 
ness, the same as the rate from Chicago via 
St. Paul.

For the last two days the General Pas- 
senger Agents of the Western roads have’ 
been in session in St. Louis trying to avert 
the necessity of putting such a low rate in 
effect. The meeting evidently has failed to 
accomplish the desired result, as orders to 
put the reduced rates in effect were received 
from St. Louis last evening. What has been 
done in regard to the quarrel about rates for 
the National Educational association at Los 
Angeles has not yet been learned. If the 
result réached at St. Louis is the same as 
regards North Pacific coast rates, a railroad 
war on Pacific coast passenger rates dur- 
ing the spring and summer cannot well be

in second-class rates by the Northern Pa- 
cific and Great Northern. They have met 
the $25 rate, but intimate they will go fur- 
ther and make a $10 rate from St. Paul to 
the North Pacific coast.

SIPNKIE WICZ HAS ALMOST FINISHED 
A STRONG NEW NOVEL. 


It Is Not Yet Translated into English, 
but Ite Polish Name Is “ Krzyzaci,” 
Which Means “Teutonic Knights,” 
and It Is a Grim and Thrilling Ro- 
mance of Poland in the Fourteenth 
Oentury—Prediction That It Will Be 
Popular. 


— INCE the appearance or Quo Vadis“ 
na host of American readers has 
eagerly sought everything that has 
come*from the pen of the great Polish 
writer, Henryk Sienkiewicz. Wide- 
\spread interest therefore attaches to the 
announcement that- Sienkiewicz has now 
almost completed a new romance which 
promises to be quite as powerful as the 
one in which Nero figures. It has not yet 
been translated into English, but it is run- 
ning serially in a Polish paper, and it is safe 
to guess that Jeremiah Curtin is busy trans- 
lating it, and that it will be given to the 
American public within the present year. 
The new book is entitled Krzyzaci” 
(German Knights), and the scene is laid in 
Poland in the fourteenth century. This was 
an era of fierce conflict in Poland—just such 
an era as the talent of Sienkiewicz revels in. 
The German Knights, or Knights of the 
Teutonic Order, who had been dominant in 
the country for many years, were fast going 
to their downfall. The story opéns with the 
marriage of Queen Hedwig of Poland to the 
Duke of Lithuania. By this ceremony the 
Lithuanians were supposed to be converted 
“to Christianity, so that the mission of the 
Teutonic Knights was at an end. But these 
* bigoted fighting Christians had no notion of 
-withdrawing from their former mission field.

Zbyszko sees his mistake, but is too proud 
to apologize, especially in the presence of 
his lady love.

It is a grim and somber but wonderfully 
interesting romance, and the New York Her- 
ald, from which the substance of this outline 
of the book is borrowed, predicts that it will 
"be fumbered among the most popular of 
Sienkiewicz's works. The translator can

By his first wife he had three sons, the 
youngest of whom, Count Ferdinand Blu- 
cher, died as a pauper in a New York hos- 
pital after eloping with a Brooklyn girl, 
whom he married, but whom he was unable 
to maintain, the wife being forced in conse- 
quence to return to her relatives. 

The eldest son and heir to the princely title 
of his father has been for several years in 
South Africa leading a more or less pre- 
carious existence, while his second brother, 
Count Gustave, is in the Prussian civil 
service. 

The object of the lawsuit of the two broth- 
ers is to compel their father to pay them 
the small allowances to which they are en- 
titled, not only by his own legal agreement 
but also under the terms of the will of their 
mother, the first wife of the Prince. 

Owing to the fact that he is an English 
subject and makes his home in England he 
is practically beyond the reach of the Prus- 
sian tribunals, and has in consequence 
taken advantage of this to withhold for 
more than two years past the payment of, 
the allowances to his sons. 

They have been led thereby to secure an 
attachment on the little remaining property 
which he had left in Prussia. This has 
been put up for sale for their benefit, and 
among the objects in question thus at the 
disposal of the highest bidder is the travel- 


ing carriage of Napoleon, which was cap- 


tured by Field Marshal Blucher’s cavalry 
after the battle of Waterloo, and which has 
always been considered as one of the prin- 
cipal heirlooms of the house of Blucher. 

From this it would appear that the coach 
exhibited at Mme. Tussaud’s well-known 
exhibition in London, and which purports to 
de the traveling carriage of the first Na- 
poleon, captured at the battle of Waterloo, is 
merely an imitation, since the original has 
been until now in the possession of the Blu- 
cher family. 

. The present wife of Prince Blucher is a 
Russian, a Princess Radziwill, and is nearly 
half a century the junior of her husband. 

Curiously enough, the latter, previous to 
his accessiom to the title, was on quite as 
bad terms with his own father as his sons 
are now with him, and in 1873 became in- 
volved in the financial scandal which cul- 
minated in the arrest and conviction of 
Count Emerich of Leiningen on charges of 
fraud and forgery. The Count, who is now 
doing time in an English penitentiary for 
another offense, is a scion of that family to 
which Prince Emerich Leiningen, the first 
husband of Queen Victoria’s mother, be- 
longed. 

The Prince owns the Island of Herm, one 
of the channel group, and there is no doubt 
that, owing to its proximity to the French 
shore and its strategical importance, the 
French government would have objected 
to his ownership had he not become an Eng- 
lish citizen. 

He was President and one of the principal 
organizers of the Anglo-German exhibi- 
tion in London some years ago. But the 
fact that his name was connected with the 
enterprise caused Emperor William to 
pointedly refuse either to visit or to take 
any notice of the exhibition when he came 
to London that year. 

One of the Prince’s cousins, Count Adolph 
Blucher, it may be remembered, was mur- 
dered under dramatic circumstances four 
years ago by his gardener, his wife being at 
the same time seriously wounded, the 
avowed object of the assassination being to 
‘avenge some wrong done by the Count. 

In fact the name of Blucher, like that of 

Gortchakoff in Russia, and of Nevill in 
England (the latter name once borne by the 
Earl of Warwick, the Kingmaker, por- 
trayed by Lytton in his Last of the Bar- 
ons (all three names once illustrious an? 
household words—is now, literally speak- 
ing, not only dragged in the mud, but actu- 
ally becoming a term of reproach and a by- 
word. 
- There is, of course, no truth in the widely 
circulated story that Princess Louise of 
Coburg has sailed for this country. But at 
the same time I learn through private ad- 
vices from Vienna that she is no longer in- 
carcerated in the lunatic asylum at Puck- 
lersdorff. At the present moment she is 
cruising in the Mediterranean with her sis- 
ter, Crown Princess Stephanie, on board 
one of the finest 4 —— 
Lloyd company—namely: e ephanie, 
which the Crown has chartered for 
several weeks. 

The Princess is perfectly well, and pre- 
vious to starting om this yechting trip had 
been staying for a month with her sister at 
Miramare, near Trieste, the lovely chateau 
built by Emperor Maximilian and Empress 
Charlotte previous to their departure for 
Mexico. 

Before leaving Vienna the Princess had 
received at Pucklersdorff a number of her 
friends, including one who has written to me 
on the subject, and who assures me that the 
Princess is in perfect heaith, mental as well 
as physical. Nor was she at thetime my 
friend saw her under any restraint, but al- 
lowed to drive out daily, while she was just 
as occupied as ever about her dresses, re- 
ceiving daily visits from the leading Vien- 
nese couturiers. °

To the exclusiveness of the high school 
teachers is charged the failure of the plan 
of the Executive committee of the High 
School Teachers’ club for the formation of 
a federation of all teachers’ 
to receive indorsement from the club at its 
meeting. yesterday afternoon in Schiller 
Hall. The proposition was voted down after 
a thorough discussion. The plan was laid 
hefore. the high school teachers in the form 
of a motion to authorize the standing con- 
ference committee of the club to draft a 
plan for the proposed federation and to call 
a general conference of all teachers’ organi- 
zations. 

For what do teachers organize in this 
way?’ asked M. S. Walker of the West Di- 
vision High School, voicing the opposition 
against the proposition. To raise their 
ealarfes or to make their work easier. There 
are but few things in common between high 
school and grade teachers. Many teachers 
are pcliticians first and then teachers. 

„It was the exclusivenese of the high 
school teachers that defeated the propoai- 
tion,“ said Secretary G. L. Voorhees of the 
club. They were afraid they would create 
an organization and then become simply the 
tail and be wagged by the body. I am sorry 
the plan has failed. There is need of such 
an organization. The high school teachers’ 
and the grammar grade teachers are not 
as friendly as they should be. I believe there 
is some possibility of the proposition for a 
general federation coming from some other 
of the teachers’ clubs, and in such a case 
there might be some probability of the High 
School Teachers club joining it.” | 


Teachers Serve as Individuals. 

The fact that the teachers on the 
committee of the Civic federation chosen 
to draft a new educational bill are serv- 
ing as individuals and not as representatives 
of the Teachers’ clubs was developed by 
the discussion over the report of President 
Spencer R. Smith, who is one of the mem- 
bers of the committee. The Executive 
committee had recognized Mr. Smith as the 
representative of the club and had asked 
that he be given instructions. A protest 
was made against giving instructions to 
one who was not supposed to represent the 
club, but after a discussion the recom- 
2 of the Executive committee was 


pted.

Hyde and North 
Division High Schools, having gained first 
rank in the preliminary debates, will be the 
contestants. The subject for debate is: 

Resolved, That all exécutive duties in American 
cities should be concentrated in the hands of the 
Mayor and that his appointments should not re- 
quire confirmation.

Conflict in Crop Reports. 


What were referred to as State reports 
were not in all cases official, but they evi- 
dently carried considerable weight. Spring- 
field advices were quoted to the effect that 
Illinois early sown wheat is in excellent con- 
dition, but the late sown crop is damaged 
, from 5 to 20 per cent. The recent rains have 
been an advantage. The Indiana report was 
distinctly bearish. It makes the area unusu- 
ally large and the condition up to an aver- 
age. The Nebraska situation is described as 
uncertain, but the predictions are that the 
yield will be equal to or greater than that 
of last year. Kansas reports are optimistic 
and tell of the wheat having wintered splen- 
didiy. The Iowa authorities intimate that 
there has beén serious injury to wheat. While 
these quasi-official reports were in the main 
bearish; there was no letup in the transmis- 
sion of telegrams from all parts of the winter 
wheat States predicting serious damage.

The depressing influence 
came as much from surrounding pits as 
from any weakness in oats itself, although 
in this grain there were rather more sellers 
than buyers. Counselman offered oats free- 
ly all day, but the trade Was not disposed to 
take large quantities. The range established 
in futures was only Ke, with closing prices 
about this much lower than the day before. 
Receipts were 405,132 bu, against 418,200 bu 
on the corresponding day last year. Ship- 
ments were 830,400 bu, against 357,900 bu. 
Estimated receipts today are lighter, being 
only 120 cars. 

There was a moderate demand for cash 
rye, but futures were slow and more or less 
neglected, a contributed tone coming from 
the leading grain. May ranged downward 
from 54%c to 54\%c, closing 54%c asked and 
54½e bid.
